‘i'o all those who acknowledge the superintending care of a 
Divine Providence, the discovery of this remedy will appear as 
aspecial gift from heaven. I give it here as related to me by 
Mi. Lee himself, when I had the pleasure of meeting him, by 
appointment, in the town of Leeds, on the 4th of June 1840. YF 
certainly felt much pleasure in making the acquamtance of a 
gentleman so devoted to the interests of mankind, and so 
anxious to alleviate the distresses of suffering humanity. Mr. 
Lee’s estate was infested’ with various’ kinds of noxious insects 
and reptiles, especially musquitoess. By: which he was so much - 
aunoyed and stung, as to cause him to be under apprehensions 
that he weuld‘have to resign his purchase, and return to Eng- 
land. Ho at length had recourse to pure French Brandy, 
with which he washed tho parts stung, in hopes that it would 
allay the distressing pain, his face and eyes having become muck 
idflamed: Hc tried this applieation twice, and was worse than 
before; but the third day he aceidentally—or more correctly 
speaking, providentially—cast his eyes upon the salt asit stood 
on the table, and dipping his finger, moist with the liquor, into 
it, he found; on rubbing the parts bitten, almost instant relief; 
and after persevering for a short time he had the satisfaction 
of finding that the musquitoes would not come near any part of: 
the body that had become saturated with the mixture. 

Nr. Lee was afterwards induced to try the effects of his. 
discovery-in other cases, such as the stings of wasps and bees, 
and forthe ear-ache, head-ache, and tooth-ache, in all which it 
proved eminently successful.* The relief was in many cases 
almost instantaneous.

- * Since writing the.above, I have seen a statement, purporting to be. 
written .by, a beneficed clergyman of the Church of England, to the 
effect that the remedy of Brandy and Salt was discovered among the — 
papers of an eminent French physician. As this account, if trae, — 
would impugn Mr, Lee's veracity, I think the author of it ought to let the — 
world know how he obtained his information, ‘The account of this dis. 
covery, given above, I received from Mr, Lee's own mouth.—J. H. VY. 
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The first introduction of the remedy of Brandy and Salt” 
to the notice of the British public was by a letter from Mr, 
Lee to the Editor ef the Leeds Intelligencer, dated Leeds, 
June 16th, 1835, in which he says, “ Through the medium of 
your valuable paper, I take the liberty of laying before the 
public an account of a most efficacious remedy for the cure 
of inflammation, which I discovered about five years ago in 
France. I do not believe that it was known, though so 
simple in its eomposition, before that period; it is easily 
made, being composed of Brandy and Salt only,* and it is.

could have any effect, [ would say to the rich, the powerful, 


the influential, and the humane—Seek by every means in 
your power to make the remedy known and properly used. 
In so doing you will confer a greater benefit on your fellow- 
men than if you gave hundreds of pounds. I would also 
exhort all the masters of manufactories to have a bottle pre 
pared, and, in case of sudden illness or accident, let it be 
applied as the case may require. I have no doubt but by 
these means the masters will keep the people at their work, 
and prevent much misery,’—p. 7. 

In June, 1839, Mr. Lee published an Address to the British 
Empire, through the same medium as those already referred 
to. This address is filled: ‘with valuable information, which 
my very limited space compels me to compress as much as 
possible. He shows that, “ with a moderate use of this alraost 
universal remedy, sickness, sores, and lameness of various 
descriptions are cured,” of which his own experience for ter 
years has furnished him with abundant evidence. “It not 
only,” says he, “ cures ordinary complaints, but such as have 
long been considered incurable without the use of the knife, 


It is of the greatest efficacy in the cure of cancer, of which it. 
has already cured several.” Still he is aware that objections, 
even from its universality, will be urged against it by some» 


parties, and therefore points out what may fairly be consi- 
dered as the true cause of this remarkable phenomenon. He 
supposes that all disorders have their source in inflammation. 


This, no doubt, is the fact, and we know that the canses of 


almost all complaints are beginning, by eminent medical men, 
to be traced to an inflamed or impure state of the blood. In 
the course of his remarks, Mr. Lee paints outa class to 
whom the remedy does no good. They are such as will not 
use it. The number of such is, however, daily diminishing 3 
and when it is recollected that in the reduction of the in- 
flammation of fractured limbs it is of great advantage—that 
it will induce a refreshing sleep, and greatly alleviate acute

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CHAPTER II. 
DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING THE REMEDY. 


Mix six ounces of common Salt with a.pint of the 
best French Brandy * in a bottle. The Salt to be 
well dried and rubbed fine before mixing; shake the 
mixture together ten minutes, then let it stand twenty 
minutes to settle, when it will be ready for use; the 
clearer the mixture is the better; be careful not to 
shake it before using, as the Salt which is not dissolved 
is very painful to open sores. When the Brandy is all used, 
the Salt not to be thrown away, as it is as good as evet, 
only add more Brandy and a little more Salt, as soon as 
needful, so as to preserve the relative proportions,

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GENERAL RULES TO BE OBSERVED IN USING 
THE REMEDY. 


Begin with taking one tablespoonful, mixed in a little 
hot water or tea, an hour before breakfast, and gradually 
increase, if the stomach will bear it, totwo. The remedy 
must always be taken in water as hot as the patient can 
drink it, except in cases of worms and paralytic attacks, and 
in those two cases to be taken pure. 

For children from two to ten years of age one-half of the 
quantity here prescribed will be sufficient, and increase it 
according to the age above those years. 

In all cases where the head is directed to be rubbed, 
it should be done so all over, from the back to the front, 

.» and the hair made very wet, with the remedy pure; the 
more hair the better. ‘The operation should be continued 
for ten minutes or a quarter of an hour before going to 
bed, and the head should then be covered with the cap only. 
For pain in any part of the body except the head, bind the 
parts affected with linen saturated with the remedy. 

Abstinence from Intoxicating Drinks, — To insure

This is a rule which can never be departed from with safety. 

Opening Medicine.— The bowels must be kept open 
at all times, but especially when the patient is using the 
remedy. The kind of opening medicine which I recom- 
mend and use myself, as I find it answers best, is the follow- 
ing :—Four ounces of Epsom salts, dissolved in half a pint of 
hot water; then add halfa pint of cold water and one tea- 
spoonful of the essence of peppermint. A wine-glassful to 
be taken when required on going to bed. 

I subjoin the following as the line of conduct I followed 
in my own case, and which [ extract from my former pam- 
phlet, published in October 1839, as it may be of consider- 
able service. 

I found it very efficacious to wet a piece of fine linen with 
the remedy, and bind it on my leg ;* which I kept moist 
by pouring a few drops on the linen; the more frequently 
I did so the better. This I strictly attended to for about 
three weeks, and though my leg had“been very bad for many 
months, and bid defiance to the best medical aid I could pro- 
cure, which caused me to give up all hopes of recovery, to my 
great surprise the inflammation was entirely gone, the wounds 
healed, and the leg well in a month. ‘This I publish for the 
benefit and encouragement of the afilicted, as the cure it 
wrought upon me was so astonishing to myself and ethers ; 


had not this been the case, this pamphlet would never-have 


been re-published by me; but with gratitude to the Giver of 
all good, and thanks to the author, | have complied with his 
request in making it as public as possible, both by newspaper 
and pamphlet.

CHAPTER IV. 
DISEASES AND METHOD OF TREATMENT. 
1. AGUE OR INTERMITTENT FEVER.—Take one 


tablespoonful in a wine-glassful of hot water each morning, 
it may be required to be taken for several weeks, 

2, PAINS IN THE. SIDE, which are often the fore« 
‘runners of pleurisies and fevers. Rub the side with the 
remedy. If this does not succeed in a reasonable time, take 
a piece of linen, half a yard square, and double it into a 
square of six inches’; make it well wet with the mixture, and 
apply it to the part; it must be kept moist, and sectited by a 
bandage round the body.* The patient should take two table- 
spoonsful of the remedy diluted ii hot water each morning. 
. 8. GOUT.—Begin by taking the remedy internally as in 
No.1. The part “affected must be frequently rubbed with 
the remedy, and kept moist with soft linen saturated with it. 
In rubbing add as much mustard to a tablespoonful ‘of ‘the 
Brandy and Salt as will lie 1 upon a shilling. This is of great 
importance, as find it accelerates the cure, arid adds smooth- 
ness to the skin in rubbing, taking away the roughness which 
the particles of Salt occasion. The mustard should be tsed 
in all cases where rubbing is required, except where there is a 
wound. 

4, RHEUMATISM. — Begin with taking the medicine 
internally as in No. 1. Rub “the parts affected with the re- 
medy night and morning. A hard hair brush ought to be 
used in rubbing the skin (a flesh brash being too soft), as it 
opens the pores for the double purpose of free per. ‘spiration 
and the proper reception of the remedy.

IT cannot prevail upon myself to conclude this little 
treatise without urging upon the attention of my readers the 
importance of following Mr. Lee’s plan, in reference to the 
disorders of cattle.

‘This practice, while it saves the ostler 
sone trouble, inflicts permanent injury upon the beasts which 
are subjected to it—rheumatism, and a stiffness in the joints, 
which render them, to a considerable extent, unfit to travel 
being the inevitable consequences. Hence that prominence 
of the knees, so observable in hackney-coach horses, &c. I 
have often wondered that gentlemen, coach proprietors, and 
others, would tolerate the practice, as the physical structure 
and constitution of animals and men are so much alike, that 
what is injurious to the one must be soto the other. I think 
any one who reflects for a single moment, will see that it 
would be most improper to deluge a man "with cold water 
when he was perspiring profusely from recent and violent 
exertion; and the same reasoning holds good in reference to 
animals of every deseription. I have had many horses of my 
own, and have, at various times, hired several, but I would 
never allow them to be thus treated, and I never had a horse 
belonging to me afflicted with the rheumatism or stiffened 
joints. I hope that all persons inter ested will give this mat- 
ter their serious consideration, I would treat animals in ad- 
ministering the medicine in every way the same as myself, 
making allowance for the difference of size and construction. 


FOR A HORSE OR COW AFFLICTED WITH THE 
GRIPES OR CHOLIC, I should recommend the dose to 
be halfia pint of the remedy diluted with a pint of hot water, 
to which add half an ounce of laudanum, and should the ani- 
mal not recover the dose should be repeated in about an 
hour.
